Washington, Sept. 21.— AP) 


Daiy products went their way in 
a free market today

with 


butter and cheese prices under the 
wary eye 'of the price cJecontro 
board. 


In announcing a decision not to 


reimpose ceilings now, the board 
declared it would maintin vigil- 
ance over the dairy price trend 
and stay ready for any action 
which might be necessary. 


A board official told reporters 


cheese and butter are the "sore 
spots" Chairman Roy L. Thomp- 
son had in. mind last night when 
he said prices are "approaching 
the critical mark." 


No Unreasonable Hike 


The board nevertheless repeated 


its decision of a month earlier 
that milk, cream, butter, cheese, 
ice cream and other dairy items 
should remain free from OPA 
controls because there has been 
no "unreasonable 
price increase 


over the June 30 ceilings plus 
subsidy." 


Paul Porter, OPA administra- 


tor, who expressed disappointment 
at failure of the board to restore 
these controls a month ago, told 
newsmen he had nothing to say 
this time. 


Along with its dairy decision 


the three-member board took pub- 
lic notice of protests against the 
meat scarcity which followed re- 
turn of price lids ordered by the 
board. 


Talk to Restaurant Men 


Thompson pointed out that the 


situation now is this: 


"Any request for decontrol of 


meat must be made by an indus- 
try advisory committee 
to the 


Secretary of Agriculture. Only if 
the Secretary of Agriculture de- 
nies the petition, or fails to act 
on '^ ;jtathin pr^tjibe.d time •fl- 
its, could this petition be appealed 
to the board." The board cannot 
under the new OPA law, initiate 
a move for decontrol.

Kidnap Attempt

—Six persons yesterday received 
sentences of from three to five 
years in federal prison on charges 
growing out of the kidnaping of 
Charles Smith, Chicago taxicab 
driver, last Feb. 19. 


The sentences, fay Federal Judge 


Luther M. Swygert, are: Ruth 
Mullen. 22, three years; Lloyd R. 
Payne, 22, five years; William 
McDaniel, 24, five years; Hugh 
Vernon, 17, until maturity; Vona 
Lee Townsend, alias Mary Ann 
Burton, 15, three years; and John 
Williams, 22, three years. 


All except Vernon and Miss 


Townsend were sentenced under 
the Federal kidnaping law. The 
two juveniles were sentenced un- 
der the Federal Juvenile Delin- 
quency act. 


The six were accused of forcing- 


Smith to drive them from Chicago 
to LaGrange. Ind.. where he es- 
caped. Smith said he was forced 
to sit on the floor in the rear of 
the cab part of the time. He said a 
five-foot blacksnake used by Miss 
Mullen in a night-club act as a 
snake charmer, coiled about him. 


The six were arrested at Rome 
lity. Ind., where they were at- 


tempting to hitch-hike to New 
York. 


The case was sent here from 


Fort Wayne, where it had origmal- 
y been investigated.

this big U.S. naval base arid three 
more fortified Mariana 
islands 


to the north, leaving heavy military 
damage. 


Huge sheets of corrugated steel 


from quonset huts were whipped 
through the air like leaves in the 
100-mile gusts. 


Rear Adm. Charles A. Pownall, 


commander of the Marianas, is- 
sued a statement in mid-afternoon 
that first, fragmentary reports in- 
dicated there were no serious in- 
juries among Navy or Marine per- 
sonnel or civilians. 


Remove Wives. Children 


The Army reported one man 


suffered a broken back. 


Wives and children of military 


men had been removed from small 
quonset huts to stouter buildings 
and military personnel were con- 
fined indoors as word spread that 
the tycoon was shifting course. 


Pownall said there was extens- 


ive damage to buildings through- 
out Guam, including the Navy 
hospital. Many hangars were re- 
ported levelled at Harmon field— 
from where B-29s used to take 
off for Tokyo. 


Army airfields on the northern 


end of the island, closest to the 
typhoon center, were reported as 
damaged extensively. 


The admiral said he had no re- 


ports from Saipan. but he doubted 
that it was damaged as greatly as 
Guam. He expressed concern about 
little Rota island, which has a 
native population of 750 and only 
a small number of U. S. person- 
nel. He said however the island 
has a cave large enough to hold 
the entire population. 


Hits Kota Area 


The typhoon passed through the 


Marianas in the Rota area. 


Pownall estimated the typhoon's 


top velocity at 85 knots. 


Ships which had been ordered 


to sea were asked to report how 
they weathered the storm. Virtu- 
ally all of Guam's aircraft had- 
been flown to Palau to escape the 
stormn 


The multi-million dollar Apra 


harbor breakwater, built recently, 
was only punctured in sevei'al mi- 
nor places. The harbor apparent- 
ly can survive a major typhoon. 


The high winds had subsided 


somewhat by niidafternoon, but 
the sea still was raging and f5 
foot breakers were smashing and 
coiling across the reef. 


Most installations were, on bat- 


tle rations and power had not 
been restored. Women at Pownall's 
commancT headquarters were ex- 
pected to get their first warm 
meal tonight, however.

the speech might have received 
small attention. With the okay, it 
became a sensation. 


People everywhere wondered: Is 


Mr. Truman going to change the 
American foreign policy? If so, 
why hasn't he consulted Byrnes? 


Because of the confusion, Mr. 


Truman announced Sept. 14 that 
he did not mean he had approved 
the whole speech but only Wal- 
lace's right to make it. 


Why then had Mr. Truman on 


Sept. 12 said he approved the 
whole speech? 


Had he read it, all of it. or had 


he read it at all There's talk here 
that Wallace read it to him and 
that the men were interrupted sev- 
eral times during the reading. 


Was He Backing Byrnes-? 


But at the same time Mr. Tru- 


-man- was correcting himself on 
Sept. 14 about the kind of approv- 
al he gave, he said Byrnes would 
be consulted if their were to be 
any change in our foreign poli- 
cy. 


This caused new wondering. Was 


he, or was he not, backing up 
Byrnes? He hadn't said so. He 
had said only that Byrnes would 
be consulted before a change. Did 
this mean a change in our foreign 
policy was being considered? The 
whole thing still was up in the 
air. 


On Sept. 16 Wallace said- he 


would make another speech on fo- 
reign policy "within the near fu- 
ture." He was to speak again 
Sept. 24. But on Sept. 18. amid 
rumors Mr. Truman was going to 
fire him. Wallace talked with the 
president. 


He came out smiling, said "ev- 


erything's lovely." added that the 
subject of his resignation had not 
been discussed, and announced he'd 
make no more speeches until af- 
ter the Paris conference which 
ends next month. 


A Fundamental ConfUet 


Asked whv he had agreed to this 


silence on his already-announced 
determination to speak again soon. 
Wallace said, "because I am an 
honest man." Up till now. no one 
knows what he meant by that. 


Then yesterday, Mr. Truman 


fired Wallace. But why did he 
wait until yesterday? Why didn't 
he fire him when he talked with 
Wallace at the Sept. 18 meeting, 
where Wallace said his resignation 
was not discussed ? 


(Between the time he talked 


with Wallace and announced his 
ouster., Mr. Truman talked with 
Byrnes at Paris. Maybe that had 
something to do with his decision 
to get rid nf Wallace. Did it? No 
one knows.)

Gander Airport, Nfld., Sept. 21 


—(AP)—Two army sky masters, 
each carrying a coast guard heli- 
copter, landed at Gander Bay to- 
day for an attempt to rescue 18 
survivors marooned at the wreck- 
age of a Belgian airliner in the 
wilderness 22 miles southwest of 
this base. 


The first transport arrived from 


the United States at 6:49 a. m. 
(eastern daylight time), the sec- 
ond 31 minutes later. Workmen 
immediately began unloading the 
dismantled helicopters 
so 
they 


could be assembled for the haz- 
ardous pickup of the survivors— 
14 of whom were injured serious- 
ly- 


Lt. August Kleish, Cincinnati, 


Ohio, one of the Uvo coast guard 
helicopter pilots who arrived in 
the transports said it would take 
at least eight hours to assemble 
his helicopter. The other pilot was 
Lt. Walter Bolton, Milton. Mass. 


To Land Near Scene 


Kleish said the machines prob- 


ably would be landed on a small 
plateau about a quarter of a mile 
above the crash scene, Previously 
a plan to hover over the surviv- 
ors' camp in the dense chill wild- 
erness and lift them by emergency 
litters and hoists had been con- 
sidered.
